PRIVATE  BILLS. 


Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

100.  (1.)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3.)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  fur¬ 
thermore  be  published  once  a  week  if  possible 
in  some  newspaper  in  every  electoral  district 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
electoral  district  nearest  thereto.

7.  The  seal  of  the  Association  shall  contain 
the  words  “  Association  of  Physiotherapists 
and  Massage  Practitioners  of  British  Co¬ 
lumbia.” 

8.  All  moneys  arising  from  fees  or  otherwise 
shall  be  paid  to  the  secretary  of  the  Associa¬ 
tion  and  by  him  paid  over  to  the  treasurer,  to 
be  applied  toward  the  defraying  of  expenses  of 
registration  and  other  general  expenses  of  the 
administration  of  this  Act. 

9.  The  Board  shall  also  distribute  to  each 
Section  of  the  Board  such  proportion  of  avail¬ 
able  funds,  on  a  pro  rata  basis  of  membership 
of  each  Section,  as  they  may  deem  advisable 
for  the  administrative  expenses  of  each  Sec¬ 
tion. 

10.  The  Board  shall  have  the  power  to  in¬ 
vest  any  sum  not  expended  as  above  in  such 
securities  authorized  by  law  for  the  invest¬ 
ment  of  trust  funds  in  the  name  of  the  As¬ 
sociation  and  to  change  the  same  at  will,  and 
any  income  derived  from  such  invested  sums 
shall  be  added  to  and  be  considered  as  a  part 
of  the  ordinary  income  of  the  Association. 

Banking. 

11.  The  bank  of  the  Association  shall  be 
appointed  by  resolution  of  the  Board.  All 
cheques  and  promissory  notes  shall  be  signed 
by  the  president  and  treasurer,  provided  that 
in  the  absence  of  either  of  them  any  other 
member  of  the  Board  appointed  to  act  by  the 
Board  may  sign  in  his  or  her  stead.  All  funds 
of  the  Association  shall  be  deposited  in  the 
Association’s  bank  account  in  the  form  in 
which  received.  Payments  shall  be  made  only 
as  authorized  by  resolution  of  the  Board. 

12.  The  Board  may  require  the  secretary 
and  treasurer  to  be  bonded  with  a  surety  com¬ 
pany  at  the  expense  of  the  Association. 

Audit. 

13.  The  accounts  of  the  Association  shall  be 
audited  annually.  The  auditor  shall  be  ap¬ 
pointed  annually  by  the  Board,  and  his  remu¬ 
neration  shall  be  settled  by  the  Board. 

14.  The  secretary  shall  set  up  and  maintain 
at  his  office  a  register  of  members  under  each 
Part  of  the  Act  separately. 

Certificate  of  Membership. 

15.  A  certificate  of  membership  shall  be  is¬ 
sued  to  all  successful  applicants  for  member¬ 
ship.  Upon  payment  by  the  member  of  the 
annual  dues,  for  the  ensuing  calendar  year,  an 
annual  certificate  of  payment  shall  be  issued 
for  that  calendar  year. 

Honorary  Members. 

1(5.  The  Board  may  recommend  to  the  Asso¬ 
ciation  the  name  of  any  person  for  honorary 
membership  in  the  Association,  and  if  the 
recommendation  is  adopted  by  resolution  of  the 
members,  the  person  so  recommended  shall 
become  an  honorary  member  of  the  Association 
and  shall  not  be  required  to  pay  annual  dues 
thereafter  during  his  lifetime,  or  until  the 
appointment  is  revoked  by  resolution  of  the 
members. 


Lost  Certificates. 

17.  A  lost  certificate  may  be  replaced  by  the 
secretary  upon  proof  of  loss  and  payment  of  $1. 

18.  Any  member  of  the  Association  in  good 
standing  shall  have  the  right  to  inspect  the 
register  of  the  Association  at  the  office  of  the 
secretary  of  the  Association  at  such  time  dur¬ 
ing  the  hours  of  9  a.m.  and  5  p.m.  on  any  week¬ 
day  as  may  be  mutually  agreed  upon  by  the 
member  and  the  secretary  of  the  Association. 

19.  The  Board  may  remove  from  the  register 
the  name  of  any  member  for  any  of  the  follow¬ 
ing  causes,  and  membership  in  the  Association 
is  thereby  automatically  suspended: — 

(1.)  Failure  to  pay  the  annual  membership 
dues  or  other  assessed  costs  approved 
by  the  membership  within  sixty  (60) 
days  of  the  date  on  which  such  dues  or 
assessed  costs  become  payable: 

(2.)  For  conviction  of  crime,  habitual 
drunkenness  or  the  use  of  habit-form¬ 
ing  drugs,  or  for  proven  gross  incompe¬ 
tency  in  performing  any  duty,  service, 
or  operation  covered  by  the  Act,  or  for 
employing  any  person  not  a  member  of 
the  Association  to  perform  any  duty, 
service,  or  operation  reserved  to  mem¬ 
bers  under  the  Act. 

20.  No  member  of  any  Section  whose  name 
has  been  removed  from  the  register  and  whose 
registration  as  a  member  of  the  Association 
has  been  suspended  by  the  Board  shall  be  rein¬ 
stated  except  on  the  recommendation  of  the 
Section  to  which  he  previously  belonged  or  on 
the  order  of  a  Judge  of  the  County  Court  in 
Chambers  as  the  result  of  an  appeal  under 
section  38  of  the  Act. 

21.  Each  member  of  the  Association  shall 
pay  to  the  treasurer,  or  to  any  person  deputed 
by  the  Board  to  receive  it,  an  annual  fee  of 
$15,  which  annual  fee  shall  be  payable  on  the 
1st  day  of  June  in  the  year  for  which  the  same 
is  imposed.  The  annual  fee  shall  be  paid  by 
each  member  of  the  Association  so  long  as  his 
name  is  on  the  register  whether  he  is  resident 
in  the  Province  or  not  and  whether  he  is  prac¬ 
tising  or  not;  provided  that  any  member  of 
the  Association  may,  at  his  own  request,  have 
his  name  removed  from  the  register,  and  every 
member  whose  name  has  been  so  removed  may 
have  his  name  replaced  on  the  register  at  his 
own  request  without  any  examination  by  pay¬ 
ing  the  current  annual  fee. 

Meetings. 

22.  The  annual  general  meeting  of  the  Asso¬ 
ciation  shall  be  held  in  the  month  of  March  of 
each  year,  at  such  time  and  place,  in  the  Prov¬ 
ince  of  British  Columbia,  as  the  Board  shall 
decide,  and  other  ordinary  meetings  may  be 
held  at  the  discretion  of  the  Board. 

23.  Notice  in  writing  setting  forth  the  time 
and  place  of  each  meeting  and  in  the  case  of 
an  extraordinary  meeting,  the  business  to  be 
stated,  and  mailed  fourteen  (14)  days  prior 
to  the  meeting,  shall  be  given  to  each  member 
at  his  address  appearing  on  the  register  for 
each  meeting  of  the  members. 

Calling  Meetings  of  Members. 

24.  Meetings  of  members  of  the  Association 
may  be  called  by  the  secretary  if  authorized  by 
resolution  of  the  Board  or,  if  requested  to  do 
so,  by  petition  signed  by  twenty-five  per  cent. 
(25%)  of  the  members  of  the  Association,  set¬ 
ting  forth  the  purpose  of  the  meeting.  Votes 
of  members  shall  be  by  show  of  hands,  or  by 
ballot  if  demanded  by  members. 

Proxies. 

25.  All  votes  shall  be  given  personally,  pro¬ 
vided  that  those  members  of  the  Association 
who  are  unable  to  attend  may  vote  by  proxy 
on  the  conditions  hereinafter  mentioned.  The 
instrument  appointing  a  proxy  must  be  in 
writing  and  must  be  deposited  at  the  head 
office  of  the  Association  not  less  than  ten  (10) 
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clear  days  before  the  time  fixed  for  holding  the 
meeting,  and  in  default  of  such  deposit  such 
proxy  shall  not  be  treated  as  valid.  No  per¬ 
son  shall  act  as  proxy  unless  he  is  entitled  on 
his  own  behalf  to  be  present  and  vote  for  elec¬ 
tion  to  the  Board.  A  proxy  shall  be  in  such 
form  as  the  Board  may  decide.  No  proxy  shall 
be  received  unless  all  fees  due  to  the  Associa¬ 
tion  by  the  person  signing  such  proxy  shall 
have  been  paid  ten  (10)  clear  days  prior  to 
the  meeting  at  which  such  proxy  is  to  be  issued. 

26.  The  order  of  business  at  all  meetings 
shall  be  fixed  by  order  of  the  Board. 

I  Procedure. 

27.  “  Roberts'  Rules  of  Order  ”  shall  govern 
the  procedure  to  be  observed  at  meetings  of  the 
Board  and  of  the  Association. 

Fees  to  be  paid  on  Examinations. 

28.  Every  candidate  who  presents  himself 
for  examination  under  the  regulations  appli¬ 
cable  thereto  shall  deposit  with  the  treasurer 
at  least  two  (2)  weeks  prior  to  such  examina¬ 
tions  the  sum  of  forty  dollars  ($40)  for  physio¬ 
therapists  and  thirty  dollars  ($30)  for  mas¬ 
seurs. 

29.  Any  applicant  who  successfully  passes 
the  examinations  shall  pay  a  proportion  of  the 
annual  dues  of  the  Association  to  the  end  of 
the  fiscal  year. 

30.  In  the  event  of  an  application  failing 
to  pass  the  prescribed  examination,  the  regis¬ 
tration  fees  shall  be  returned  and  the  examina¬ 
tion  fees  forfeited. 

31.  The  Board  of  Examiners  may  arrange 
supplementary  examinations  as  they  deem  ad¬ 
visable,  for  which  the  fee  will  be  five  dol- 
g  lars  ($5).

PART  I. 

OF  THE  “PHYSIOTHERAPISTS  AND 
MASSAGE  PRACTITIONERS  ACT  ” 
OF  BRITISH  COLUMBIA. 

Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  section  29  of 
the  “  Physiotherapists  and  Massage  Practi¬ 
tioners  Act,”  chapter  59  of  the  Statutes  of 
British  Columbia,  1946,  the  chartered  physio¬ 
therapists,  under  Part  I.  of  the  said  Act,  have 
made  and  passed  the  following  regulations : — 

Interpretation. 

1.  (a.)  “Act”  means  the  “Physiotherapists 

I  and  Massage  Practitioners  Act,”  being  chap¬ 
ter  59  of  the  Statutes  of  British  Columbia, 
1946. 

( b .)  “Chartered  physiotherapist”  means  a 
duly  qualified  physiotherapist  registered  under 
Part  I.  of  the  said  Act,  and  possessing  a  cer¬ 
tificate  of  registration  and  not  in  arrears  for 
his  annual  fees  or  any  part  thereof. 

(c.)  “  Board  ”  means  the  Board  of  Physio¬ 
therapists  and  Massage  Practitioners  consti¬ 
tuted  under  this  Act. 

(d.)  “  Association  ”  means  the  Association 
of  Physiotherapists  and  Massage  Practitioners 
of  British  Columbia  incorporated  under  sec¬ 
tion  3  of  the  Act. 

Methods  of  Practice,  Ethics,  Discipline. 

2.  Members  of  Section  I.  shall  practise 
their  profession  in  accordance  with  the  Act 
and  the  by-laws  and  rules  and  regulations 
established  by  the  British  Columbia  Branch  of 
the  Canadian  Physiotherapy  Association  as 
filed  with  the  Registrar  of  Companies. 

Examinations. 

3.  The  Board  of  Examiners  set  up  under 
section  1  shall  examine  the  eligibility  of  appli¬ 
cations  for  registration  for  active  membership 
under  Section  I.  and  shall  satisfy  themselves 
that  applicants  are: — 


(«.)  Graduates  of  a  school  of  physiotherapy 
approved  by  the  Canadian  Physiother¬ 
apy  Association  (Incorporated)  that 
has  also  been  approved  by  the  Pro¬ 
vincial  Secretary: 

(5.)  Graduates  of  the  Chartered  Society  of 
Physiotherapy  of  England,  who  also 
hold  electrotherapy  certificates  or  the 
equivalent. 

The  Board  may,  in  addition,  set  such  exami¬ 
nations  as  they  think  fit,  either  oral  or  other¬ 
wise,  to  establish  qualifications  to  their  satis¬ 
faction. 

Examinations  may  be  held  at  any  time  set 
by  the  Board  of  Examiners. 

Suspension  or  Cancellation  of 
Membership. 

4.  The  executive  officers  of  the  Section  may, 
after  due  inquiry,  recommend  to  the  Board  tbe 
suspension  or  cancellation  of  membership  in 
the  Association  of  a  member  of  their  Section. 
Such  recommendation  shall  be  presented  to  the 
Board  in  writing  by  one  of  the  members  of 
the  Section  who  is  also  a  member  of  the  Board, 
and  shall  set  out  clearly  the  reasons  for  the 
recommended  suspension  or  cancellation. 

Meetings. 

5.  (a.)  Annual  meetings  of  the  Chartered 
Physiotherapy  Section  shall  be  held  thirty  (30) 
days  before  the  general  meeting  of  the  Asso¬ 
ciation. 

( b .)  Special  meetings  of  the  Section  shall  be 
called  in  accordance  with  the  by-laws  and  rules 
and  regulations  of  the  British  Columbia 
Branch  of  the  Canadian  Physiotherapy  Asso¬ 
ciation. 

Election  of  Members  to  the  Board. 

6.  (a.)  Members  of  the  Chartered  Physio¬ 
therapy  Section  of  the  Board  shall  be  elected 
at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  members  of  Sec¬ 
tion  I.  Two  members  shall  be  elected  from 
the  executive  committee  of  the  Canadian 
Physiotherapy  Association  (Incorporated), 
British  Columbia  Branch,  and  who  are  resi¬ 
dents  of  Vancouver.  The  third  member  to  be 
elected  shall  be  resident  elsewhere  in  the 
Province. 

( b .)  A  secretary-treasurer  shall  be  appointed 
from  the  members  of  the  Board  representing 
Section  I.

Interpretation. 

1.  (a.)  “  Act  ”  means  the  “  Physiotherapists 
and  Massage  Practitioners  Act,”  being  chapter 
59  of  the  Statutes  of  British  Columbia,  1946. 

(5.)  “Registered  physiotherapist”  means  a 
duly  qualified  physiotherapist  registered  under 
Part  II.  of  the  said  Act,  and  possessing  a  cer¬ 
tificate  of  registration  and  not  in  arrears  for 
his  annual  fees  or  any  part  thereof. 

(c.)  “  Board  ”  means  the  Board  of  Physio¬ 
therapists  and  Massage  Practitioners  con¬ 
stituted  under  this  Act. 

(d.)  “Association”  means  the  Association 
of  Physiotherapists  and  Massage  Practitioners 
of  British  Columbia  incorporated  under  section 
3  of  the  Act.

Officers. 

2.  The  three  members  of  the  Board  repre¬ 
senting  the  Section  shall  be  the  responsible 
officers  for  conducting  the  affairs  of  the  Sec¬ 
tion,  and  shall  hold  office  so  long  as  they  re¬ 
main  on  the  Board. 

They  may  also  appoint  four  other  members 
of  the  Section  to  assist  them  in  conducting  the 
affairs  of  the  Section. 

The  members  of  the  Section  shall  elect  a 
member  to  fill  any  vacancy  on  the  Board  for 
the  unexpired  term. 

On  the  expiry  of  the  term  of  office  on  the 
first  Board,  a  properly  constituted  meeting  of 
the  Section  shall  be  held  to  elect  their  succes¬ 
sors. 

A  retiring  officer  shall  be  eligible  for  re-elec¬ 
tion. 

Meetings. 

3.  The  officers  shall  select  one  of  their  num¬ 
ber  to  act  as  chairman  at  all  meetings  of  the 
Section. 

The  members  shall  elect  a  secretary  to  carry 
on  the  business  of  the  Section  and  a  treasurer 
to  be  responsible  for  the  Section’s  funds,  or  a 
secretary-treasurer  to  carry  out  the  duties  of 
both  these  offices,  which  may  be  honorary  or 
paid  out  of  the  Section’s  funds  such  remunera¬ 
tion  as  the  membership  may  decide. 

The  secretary  shall  keep  a  register  of  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Section,  and  only  persons  whose 
names  appear  on  the  register  shall  be  entitled 
to  vote. 

A  copy  of  these  regulations  shall  be  entered 
in  the  said  register. 

The  secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  all 
meetings  of  the  members  and  conduct  corres¬ 
pondence,  and  it  shall  be  his  duty  at  each  meet¬ 
ing  to  read  the  minutes  of  the  previous  meet¬ 
ing,  which,  after  being  approved,  shall  be 
signed  by  both  himself  and  the  chairman. 

The  treasurer  or  the  secretary-treasurer,  as 
the  case  may  be,  shall  receive  all  moneys  and 
deposit  them  in  a  chartered  bank  to  the  credit 
of  the  Section,  sign  all  cheques  jointly  with 
the  President,  and  make  a  detailed  report  of 
the  property  and  the  finances  of  the  Section 
at  the  annual  meeting. 

A  meeting  of  the  members  of  a  Section  may 
be  held  from  time  to  time  on  the  call  of  the 
officers  or  on  a  written  request  of  twenty-five 
per  cent.  (25%)  of  the  members. 

A  notice  setting  out  the  objects  of  the  meet¬ 
ing  and  the  time  and  place  fixed  therefor  shall 
be  sent  by  post  by  the  secretary  to  each  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Section  at  least  fourteen  (14)  days 
prior  to  the  meeting  and  addressed  to  the 
location  appearing  on  register  against  the 
member’s  name. 

Ethics  and  Discipline. 

4.  Members  of  the  Section  shall  practise 
their  profession  in  accordance  with  the  recog¬ 
nized  ethics  thereof,  and  any  infraction  or 
departure  therefrom  shall  make  the  member 
liable  to  censure  and  such  disciplinary  action 
as  the  Board  may  decide  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  the  Act. 

No  registered  physiotherapist  shall  offer  to 
guarantee  a  cure  or  misrepresent  the  thera¬ 
peutic  value  of  any  treatment  or  equipment 
either  verbally  or  by  advertising  or  otherwise. 

All  printed  or  radio  advertising,  except 
usual  business  card,  must  first  be  submitted  to 
the  officers  of  the  Section,  who  may  either 
grant  or  refuse  permission  for  its  publication. 

No  registered  physiotherapist  shall  offer 
any  cash  or  other  consideration  to  any  person 
for  the  procuring  of  patients  or  shall  engage 
in  any  other  healing  profession  or  any  business 
or  occupation  which  in  the  opinion  of  the 
officers  would  be  subversive  to  the  best  in¬ 
terests  of  physiotherapy. 


No  registered  physiotherapist  shall  employ 
or  permit  any  person  not  a  member  of  the 
Association  to  perform  any  duty,  service,  or 
operation  reserved  to  members  under  the  Act, 
or  teach  or  purport  to  teach  any  person  not  a 
registered  physiotherapist  to  perform  such 
duties,  services,  or  operations,  excepting  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Act  and 
the  “  Trade-schools  Regulation  Act  ”  of  British 
Columbia. 

Any  breach  by  any  registered  physiothera¬ 
pist  of  any  of  the  regulations  governing  his 
Section  shall  be  deemed  to  be  misconduct. 

The  officers  of  the  Section,  or  any  other  per¬ 
son  authorized  by  them  in  writing,  shall  have 
the  right  to  visit  the  premises  and  inspect  the 
equipment  and  records  of  any  registered  mem¬ 
ber  during  business  hours,  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  all  members  to  co-operate  in  this 
regard. 

Whenever  a  complaint  has  been  made  against 
a  registered  physiotherapist,  such  complaint 
shall  be  submitted  to  the  officers  of  the  Section, 
and  if  they  are  satisfied  that  a  prima  facie 
case  has  been  made  out,  the  complaint  shall 
be  reduced  to  writing. 

In  case  the  officers  decide  that  an  investiga¬ 
tion  is  necessary,  a  copy  of  the  said  complaint 
shall  be  forwarded  to  the  member  against 
whom  the  complaint  is  made,  and  a  time  and 
place  appointed  for  such  investigation.  At 
such  hearing  the  officers  shall  have  the  power 
to  require  the  production  of  books,  papers, 
documents,  and  such  other  information  as  they 
may  require. 

The  officers  may,  should  they  think  fit,  ap¬ 
point  counsel  to  conduct  the  investigation  and 
examine  witnesses  under  oath,  and  in  such 
case  any  person  against  whom  a  complaint  is 
made  may  also  be  represented  by  counsel. 

The  officers  may  dismiss  the  complaint  or 
may  recommend  to  the  Board  the  suspension 
or  cancellation  of  the  registration  of  any  mem¬ 
ber  or  such  other  action  as  they  may  think  fit, 
but  no  suspension,  cancellation,  or  other  pen¬ 
alty  shall  take  effect  until  the  member  has  been 
notified  by  the  Board  in  writing,  which  shall 
be  sent  to  him  by  registered  mail. 

A  registered  physiotherapist  whose  registra¬ 
tion  has  been  cancelled  or  who  has  been  sus¬ 
pended  from  practice  may  apply  to  the  officers 
to  be  restored  to  practice,  and  the  officers  may 
at  their  discretion  recommend  to  the  Board 
that  his  former  rights  and  privileges  as  a  reg¬ 
istered  physiotherapist  be  restored  under  such 
terms  and  conditions  as  the  officers  may  recom¬ 
mend  and  the  Board  may  decide. 

Application  of  Funds  of  the  Section. 

5.  The  officers  shall  manage  and  dispose  of 
all  moneys  and  funds  received  by  the  Section 
in  the  following  manner: — 

(a.)  For  the  regulation  of  the  practice  of 
physiotherapy  in  the  Province  of  Brit¬ 
ish  Columbia  and  its  advancement  and 
betterment : 

(5.)  For  the  payment  of  all  costs,  charges, 
and  expenses  properly  incurred  in  man¬ 
aging  the  affairs  of  the  Section. 

Examinations. 

0.  The  officers  of  the  Section  shall  cause  ex¬ 
aminations  to  be  held  for  the  purpose  of  regis¬ 
tration  under  the  Act  at  such  times  and  places 
as  they  shall  appoint. 

The  officers  of  the  Section  shall  by  resolu¬ 
tion  recommend  to  the  Board  two  persons  to 
be  members  of  the  Board  of  Examiners  for 
applicants  for  registration  under  Part  II.  of 
the  Act,  and  shall  forthwith  communicate  the 
contents  of  the  said  resolution  to  the  Board. 

The  applicant  for  examination  to  obtain  a 
certificate  of  registration  as  a  registered 
physiotherapist  shall  furnish  to  the  officers  the 
information  indicated  in  a  form  of  application 
to  be  furnished  by  the  officers  in  a  form  ap- 
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proved  by  it  from  time  to  time.  Such  appli¬ 
cation,  accompanied  by  a  fee  of  forty  dollars 
($40)  for  physiotherapists,  shall  be  filed  with 
the  secretary-treasurer  of  the  Board  at  least 
two  (2)  weeks  before  the  date  of  examination. 

The  Board  of  Examiners  shall,  after  the 
holding  of  any  examination,  forthwith  notify 
the  Board  of  the  results  thereof.

Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  section  29  of 
the  “  Physiotherapists  and  Massage  Practi¬ 
tioners  Act,”  chapter  59  of  the  Statutes  of 
British  Columbia,  1946,  the  registered  physio¬ 
therapists,  under  Part  III.  of  the  said  Act, 
have  made  and  passed  the  following  regula- 
ii  tions: — 

Interpretation. 

1.  (a.)  “  Act  ”  means  the  “  Physiotherapists 
and  Massage  Practitioners  Act,”  being  chapter 
59  of  the  Statutes  of  British  Columbia,  1946. 

(6.)  “Registered  masseur”  means  a  duly 
qualified  masseur  registered  under  Part  III. 
of  the  said  Act,  and  possessing  a  certificate  of 
registration  and  not  in  arrears  for  his  annual 
fees  or  any  part  thereof. 

(c.)  “  Board  ”  means  the  Board  of  Physio¬ 
therapists  and  Massage  Practitioners  consti¬ 
tuted  under  this  Act. 

(d. )  “Association”  means  the  Association 
of  Physiotherapists  and  Massage  Practitioners 
of  British  Columbia  incorporated  under  section 
3  of  the  Act. 

Officers. 

2.  The  three  members  of  the  Board  repre¬ 
senting  the  Section  shall  be  the  responsible 
officers  for  conducting  the  affairs  of  the  Sec¬ 
tion,  and  shall  hold  office  so  long  as  they 
remain  on  the  Board. 

The  members  of  the  Section  shall  elect  a 
member  to  fill  any  vacancy  on  the  Board  for 
the  unexpired  term.  They  may  also  elect  four 
other  members  of  the  Section  to  assist  them 
in  conducting  the  affairs  of  the  Section. 

On  the  expiry  of  the  term  of  office  on  the 
first  Board,  a  properly  constituted  meeting  of 
the  Section  shall  be  held  to  elect  their  suc¬ 
cessors. 

A  retiring  officer  shall  be  eligible  for  re- 
election. 

Meetings. 

3.  The  officers  shall  select  one  of  their  num¬ 
ber  to  act  as  chairman  at  all  meetings  of  the 
Section. 

The  members  shall  elect  a  secretary  to  carry 
on  the  business  of  the  Section  and  a  treasurer 
to  be  responsible  for  the  Section’s  funds,  or  a 
secretary-treasurer  to  carry  out  the  duties  of 
both  these  offices,  which  may  be  honorary  or 
paid  out  of  the  Section’s  funds  such  remunera¬ 
tion  as  the  membership  may  decide. 

The  secretary  shall  keep  a  register  of  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Section,  and  only  persons  whose 
i  names  appear  on  the  register  shall  be  entitled 
to  vote. 

A  copy  of  these  regulations  shall  be  entered 
in  the  said  register. 

The  secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  all 
meetings  of  the  members  and  conduct  corre¬ 
spondence,  and  it  shall  be  his  duty  at  each 
meeting  to  read  the  minutes  of  the  previous 
meeting,  which,  after  being  approved,  shall  be 
signed  by  both  himself  and  the  chairman. 

The  treasurer  or  the  secretary-treasurer,  as 
the  case  may  be,  shall  receive  all  moneys  and 
deposit  them  in  a  chartered  bank  to  the  credit 
of  the  Section,  sign  all  cheques  jointly  with 


the  president,  and  make  a  detailed  report  of 
the  property  and  the  finances  of  the  Section 
at  the  annual  meeting. 

A  meeting  of  the  members  of  a  Section  may 
be  held  from  time  to  time  on  the  call  of  the 
officers  or  on  a  written  request  of  twenty-five 
per  cent.  (25%)  of  the  members. 

A  notice  setting  out  the  objects  of  the  meet¬ 
ing  and  the  time  and  place  fixed  therefor  shall 
be  sent  by  post  by  the  secretary  to  each  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Section  at  least  fourteen  (14)  days 
prior  to  the  meeting  and  addressed  to  the 
location  appearing  on  register  against  the 
member’s  name. 

Ethics  and  Discipline. 

4.  Members  of  the  Section  shall  practise 
their  profession  in  accordance  with  the  recog¬ 
nized  ethics  thereof,  and  any  infraction  or 
departure  therefrom  shall  make  the  member 
liable  to  censure  and  such  disciplinary  action 
as  the  Board  may  decide  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  the  Act. 

No  registered  masseur  shall  offer  to  guar¬ 
antee  a  cure  or  misrepresent  the  therapeutic 
value  of  any  treatment  or  equipment  either 
verbally  or  by  advertising  or  otherwise. 

All  printed  or  radio  advertising,  except  ordi¬ 
nary  business  card,  must  first  be  submitted  to 
the  officers  of  the  Section,  who  may  either 
grant  or  refuse  permission  for  its  publication. 

No  registered  masseur  shall  offer  any  cash 
or  other  consideration  to  any  person  for  the 
procuring  of  patients  or  shall  engage  in  any 
other  healing  profession  or  any  business  or 
occupation  which  in  the  opinion  of  the  officers 
would  be  subversive  to  the  best  interests  of 
massage. 

No  registered  masseur  shall  employ  or  per¬ 
mit  any  person  not  a  member  of  the  Associa¬ 
tion  to  perform  any  duty,  service,  or  operation 
reserved  to  members  under  the  Act,  or  teach 
or  purport  to  teach  any  person  not  a  registered 
masseur  to  perform  such  duties,  services,  or 
operations,  excepting  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Act  and  the  “  Trade-schools 
Regulation  Act  ”  of  British  Columbia. 

Any  breach  by  any  registered  masseur  of 
any  of  the  regulations  governing  his  Section 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  misconduct. 

The  officers  of  the  Section,  or  any  other  per¬ 
son  authorized  by  them  in  writing,  shall  have 
the  right  to  visit  the  premises  and  inspect  the 
equipment  and  records  of  any  registered  mem¬ 
ber  during  business  hours,  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  all  members  to  co-operate  in  this 
regard. 

Whenever  a  complaint  has  been  made 
against  a  registered  masseur,  such  complaint 
shall  be  submitted  to  the  officers  of  the  Section, 
and  if  they  are  satisfied  that  a  prima  facie 
case  has  been  made  out,  the  complaint  shall 
be  reduced  to  writing. 

In  case  the  officers  decide  that  an  investiga¬ 
tion  is  necessary,  a  copy  of  the  said  complaint 
shall  be  forwarded  to  the  member  against 
whom  the  complaint  is  made,  and  a  time  and 
place  appointed  for  such  investigation.  At 
such  hearing  the  officers  shall  have  the  power 
to  require  the  production  of  books,  papers, 
documents,  and  such  other  information  as  they 
may  require. 

The  officers  may,  should  they  think  fit,  ap¬ 
point  counsel  to  conduct  the  investigation  and 
examine  witnesses  under  oath,  and  in  such 
case  any  person  against  whom  a  complaint  is 
made  may  also  be  represented  by  counsel. 

The  officers  may  dismiss  the  complaint  or 
may  recommend  to  the  Board  the  suspension 
or  cancellation  of  the  registration  of  any  mem¬ 
ber  or  such  other  action  as  they  may  think  fit, 
but  no  suspension,  cancellation,  or  other  pen¬ 
alty  shall  take  effect  until  the  member  has 
been  notified  by  the  Board  in  writing,  which 
shall  be  sent  to  him  by  registered  mail. 

A  registered  masseur  whose  registration  has 
been  cancelled  or  who  has  been  suspended  from 
practice  may  apply  to  the  officers  to  be  restored 
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to  practice,  and  the  officers  may  at  their  dis¬ 
cretion  recommend  to  the  Board  that  his  for¬ 
mer  rights  and  privileges  as  a  registered  mas¬ 
seur  be  restored  under  such  terms  and  condi¬ 
tions  as  the  officers  may  recommend  and  the 
Board  may  decide. 

Application  of  Funds  of  the  Section. 

5.  The  officers  shall  manage  and  dispose  of 
all  moneys  and  funds  received  by  the  Section 
in  the  following  manner : — 

{a.)  For  the  regulation  of  the  practice  of 
massage  in  the  Province  of  British 
Columbia  and  its  advancement  and 
betterment : 

( b .)  For  the  payment  of  all  costs,  charges, 
and  expenses  properly  incurred  in  man¬ 
aging  the  affairs  of  the  Section. 

Examinations. 

6.  The  officers  shall  cause  examinations  to 
be  held  for  the  purpose  of  registration  under 
the  Act  at  such  times  and  places  as  they  shall 
appoint. 

The  officers  shall  by  resolution  recommend 
to  the  Board  two  persons  to  be  members  of 


the  Board  of  Examiners  for  applicants  for 
registration  under  Part  III.  of  the  Act,  and 
shall  forthwith  communicate  the  contents  of 
the  said  resolution  to  the  Board. 

The  applicant  for  examination  to  obtain  a 
certificate  of  registration  as  a  registered  mas¬ 
seur  shall  furnish  to  the  officers  the  informa¬ 
tion  indicated  in  a  form  of  application  to  be 
furnished  by  the  officers  in  a  form  approved 
by  it  from  time  to  time.  Such  application, 
accompanied  by  the  examination  fee  of  thirty 
dollars  ($30),  shall  be  filed  with  the  secretary- 
treasurer  of  the  Board  at  least  two  (2)  weeks 
before  the  date  of  examination. 

The  Board  of  Examiners,  after  the  holding 
of  any  examination,  shall  forthwith  notify  the 
Board  of  the  results  thereof.
